“merchants of this town are making unusual 


efforts to induce buyers to come here to pur-

He 
collects a tax of 2% per cent on the gross re- 
ceipts of the companies, which is paid into 
the State Treasury. Every life or fire insur- 
ance company must pay $80 for the publica- 
tion of its annual statement, the paper in 
which such publication is made to be select- 
ed by the Commissioner. The total receipts 
of thé office are approximately $200,000 a 
year, or $800,000 for the term of four years.

Fire Spout Darting Heaven ward. . 
As I drove along the Champs Elysées I 
suddenly saw what I can only describe as 
a fire spout darting heavenward. Then there 
was a deluge of smoke all around, and in an 
instant I saw something dreadful hed oc- 
curred. I knew at once the outbreak was at 
the Bazar de la Charité in the above-men- 
tioned building. 

For twelve years this event has ranked as 
one of the most imposing of the fashionable 
spring functions in Paris. It is managed 
and conducted by a number of wealthy and 
distinguished | | and the stalls are 
always presided over by titled or fashionable 

This year’s bazaar, which was formally 
opened yesterday and was to remain open 
for twenty-five days, was, so far as ite fash- 
jonable character was concerned, as great 
@ Success as its predecessors The exact 
site of the building is in Rue Jeangoujona, 
à quiet but fashionable street which runs 
between Palais de Industrie and Place de 
Y Alma, and lies within a stone’s throw of 
the Champs Elysées, N : 

The interior, which was some 300 feet long 
by 200 feet wide, was, as visitors will remem- 
ber, transformed imto a typical Parisian 
street of the middle ages, with old hostel- 
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“at 4 o’clock. this afternoon the bazaar 
was opened for the @ay. The Papal Nuncio 
had delivered his blessing and business had 
commenced. There was an overwhelming 
crowd; estimated at some 1,500 persons—@ 
crowd which thronged the little building, 
and laughed, and chatted, andadmired.

The real fire altogether did not last more 
than fifteen minutes, but those who failed 
to escape {rom the building were burned 
beyond receguition, rings or jewelry being 
in many cases all that the relatives had left 
ti serve as Means of recognition. No words 
can.depict the heartbreaking scenes wit- 
nessed in the attempts on the part of rela- 
tives and friends to identify the charred 
bodies found in the burning débris. In- 
deed ali hope of identification of some of the 
remains seemed out of the question. 

New or the Disaster. 

The news of the disaster spread through- 
out the city with marvelous rapidity, and 
the r being located not far from the 
Champs Elysées, the surrounding streets 
were in a short time congested with car- 
riages and pedestrians. crowding to the 
scene of the catastrophe and enormously 
increasing the confusion which prevailed.

Enormous Crowds. 

Enormous crowds of people gathered 

around the scene of the fire. Among them

though it is hoped that the missing ones may 
be found among the injured who-are at the 
hotels, hospitals, or other places. 


Most Return Empty. 


In the streets adjacent to the bazaar were 
long lines of sumptuous equipages. Most of 
those returned empty: their owners were 
dead. The others were seen, moving off with 
occupants injured in head or limb, in many 
cases with faces streaming with blood.

STORY OF ONE OF THE SURVIVORS. 


Eyé-Witness Says That No Words Can 
Depict the Horror of the 
Scene, 


Paris, May 4.—The bazaar was in full 
swing when suddenly about 4 o'clock the 
cry of fire rose in the quarter where the 
kinematograph was being exhibited. One 
of the survivors tells to the correspondent of 
the Associated Press his experience: 

“The place was crammed full of people 
and the heat was stifiing. Being very un- 
comfortable, my friends and I détermined 
to leave, but somehow we could not make 
much headway through the throng toward 
the door. -I lagged a little behind, as I was 
offered a nosegay by a stall-holder, when, 
on a sudden, the shout of fire was raised. 
Instantly all was commotion. 

We tried to keep cool, but the rush from 
‘béhind forced us forward‘and we were sep- 
arated, Then 1 tried to work my way back. 
but I was carried off my feet and carried 
backward and forward in the swaying 
crowd. I lost my hat; then my coat was 
torn off, and then my waistcoat. All this 
happened in a few seconds. : 

** Immediately the full extent of the calam- 
ity dawned upon us all. The flames spread 
}-with startling rapidity through the whale 
building, which rumbled like a living fur- 
nace, but the uproar of the conflagration 
could not drown the groans and cries of the 
agoniged crowd. Gradually I found myself 
pushed back against the wall of the building 
and finally succeéded in scrdmbling through 


near me. Two seconds later I would have 
been a victim, for hardly had I struggled 
through the hole before I heard a dreadful 
crash, as the blazing roof fell in. 

1 cannot describe the struggle for life 
which ensued. No words can depict the hor- 
ror of the scene. It seems as I look back 
upon it liké a hideous nightmare. The whole 
thing was over in twelve minutes, and noth- 
ing femained but the charred and blackened 
ruins of the bazaar.” 


| ANOTHER VERSION OF THE FIRE. 


Num Seid to Have Lighted a Spirit. 
Lamp Under a Toy Bal- 
leen. 


Paris, May 4.—Another version of the 
origin of the fire is as follows: 

There was 4 nun at the stall of the Duchess 
d Uses, who lighted a spirit lamp under a, toy 
balloon, which took fire, the flames then 
speedily connecting with the drapery. 

The first terrible fact realized was tlie 
absence of water. As has repeatedly hap- 
pened in Paris, the firemen, though brave 
even to death, were hampered by defective

The lady presiding over 
that section of the bazaar told me I need not 
hurry, but that it would be all right if I 
came a little later. I started to look around 
the bazaar and stopped at a lottery wheel, 
where I won a bunch of asparagus. 

dust then, happening to turn round, I 
Saw and called my friend’s attention to a 
flicker in the corner of the wall about fifteen 
yards away. Hardly had I done so when a 
gentleman behind me cried: Feu, mesdames. 
sortes tre, ladies; hasten out), and pushed 
me toward the door rather roughly, but 
fortunately for me. 

As this was my second experience under 
such -circumstances, I advised my two 
Triendg to raise. their skirts in the front 80 
they would not stumble over them. 

We e were then just stepping on the first 
of the three steps leading out of the building. 
Turning my head to look back I saw the 
whole place in flames. At my left I caught 
a glimpse of an old lady emerging from an 
adjacent door and saw her stumble on her 
skirts. The next instant quite twenty per- 
sons: piled on top of her. I crossed the street 
and turned round to face the fire, but al- 
ready the heat was so intense that it 
Scorched me and I was obliged to raise my 


hands to protect my face. When the roof 


fell in with a terrific crash certainly not 


‘more than five minutes had elapsed from 


the first alarm. Such was ‘the intensity of 


‘the heat that I saw a flreman's jacket ig 


nited, and several of the horses were badly 
singed. Out of the pile of persons who fell 
near the door none was saved. All were 
burned in a moment. Of the nuns at my 
booth two were saved and a blind girl. The 
burned visitors were for the most part ladies 
gorgeously dressed.” 


CROWD CREMATED IN A CUL DE SAC. 


Hemmed In and Burned to Death, Not 
1 How to E- 
cape. 


Paris, May 4.—It appears that the fire 
originated on the left side of the bazaar. The 
illuminating apparatus of the kinemato- 
@raph exploded and set fire to the Turkish 
curtains and hangings. In a few moments 
the flames spread along the whole side of the 
bazaar. The public threw themselves in- 
stinctively to the right side of the building, 
which backed on the high wall of an ad- 
joining edifice. The bazaar altogether had 
eight doors, three in front and one on the 
left side. In the rear were four, like French 
windows, which were specially reserved for 
the employés. The crowd near the main 
entrance was able to éscape, but those at the 
other end, not knowing of the doors reserved 
for the employés, found themselves hemmed 
in as in a cul de sac. 

As the fire spread the pressure on the 

right side, where there were no exits, kept 
steadily increasing. Here a number of vie- 
tims were. crushed to death. Happily the 
wall of the Hotel du Palais, againet which 
the bazaar backed, furnished a barred win- 
dow. Immediately on the alarm being given 
the servants hurriedly broke the bars and 
were able to rescue a large number of per- 
sons. : 
Suddenly, above the roar of the flames, 
were heard cries of terror and Gespairing 
appeals for help from the cul de sac end, 
where the unfortunates were being burned 
alive. 

The firemen threw hundreds of buckets of 
water upon them from above at the greatest 
risk to themselves, but their courageous ef- 
forts were all in vain. The fire made fu- 
rious headway. Cries of despair arose out- 
side, in the Avenue Montaigné, the Place 
Alma, and the Rue Francais, adjacent 
streets. In all these thoroughfares there 


was a veritable flight of maddened people, 


mostly women without skirts, petticoats, 
or hats, their feet naked and their clothing 
either burned off or torn off. Every avail- 
able fiacre was taken by assault.

DREAD NEWS SPREADS LIKE WILDFIRE 


the 


Heartrending Scenes Around 
Charnel House After the Fire 
Is Over. 


Paris, May 4.—The dead were piled in 
heaps, and especially near the exit, where the 
charred remains were five feet deep. In 
some cases only the trunks remained, with 
no vestige of clothing. 

The firemen arrived at 6, and a company 
of infantry followed to clear the ruins and 
search for corpses. The news spread like 
wildfire, All the Cabinet Ministers now in 
Paris went immediately to the scene. Hun- 
dreds’ of equipages streamed along the 
Champs G Elysées, their occupants with 
anxious and tear-etained faces inquiring for 
their relatives. 

There were many heartrending scenes of 
grief and despair. One woman rushed about 
frantically calling her daughter by name. 
Some one told her the girl was safe, where- 
upon she jumped, danced, screamed, then 
rushed to the coachman to tell him to drive 
home, and fell in a dead swoon: Another 
woman went insane. A third imagined in 
her frenzy that she recognized her daugh- 
ter’s dress, and hysterically called upon her 
husband to tell the police to prevent the 
child from going to the bazaar. Cabinet 
Ministers, Ambassadors, noblemén, and 
members of the highest social and financial 
circles were side by side with the lowllest 
and the poorest, arixiously inquiring for 
their missing relatives. 

About thirty were saved by Pére Am- 
broise and Pere Bailly, who helped them 
over the wall with a iadder to the printing- 
room of the newspaper La Croix. The staff 
of the Hotel du Palais lent valuable assist- 
ance and saved 150 persons through a barred 
window overlooking the bazaar, where, 
while the hotel employés were carrying 


away the bars, they saw three persons 


burned. to death. 

Policemen, their hands covered with 
gloves, have been deputed by the Prefect of 
Folice to pick out the portions of remains 
and to wrap them in pieces of cloth, to be 
transferred in ambulances to the Palais 
de Industrie. 

“The remains present a horrible spectacle 
of limbs burned and twisted. On all sides 
can be seen stretchers piled with mutilated 
corpses. It is a ghastly sight. 


NIGHT SCENES “AROUND THR RUIN. 


Ghostly Figures Move Around Among 
the Corpse Is the Center a 
‘Hage Pile of Coffina, 


Paris, May 5,.1 a: m.—Great crowds are 
still present at the scene of the disaster, 
where the workmen have already begun to 
build a high palisade around the ruins 
During the evening M. Hahotaux visited the 
scene and summoned the Prefect of Police, 
who took the names of all the inmates ot 


corpses, Reporters are taking notes. In 
the center is a huge pile of coffins. 

When a body is identified it is immediately 
placed in one of these and sent home, nuns, 
with hands folded on their breasts, following 
with their weeping relatives. 


The firemen found a cash box containing 
about 1,000 franes and a lot of money melted 


by the flerpeness of the heat. The day's 
takings were 1,800. It.is impossible yet to 
ascertain with any degree of certainty the 
number of victims, but it is stated mat there 
are 116 corpses in the Palais de Industrie. 


APPALLING AS THR LAST. JUDGMENT. 


Cries from Within Never te He For- 
gotten for Intensity of 
Anguish. 


Lomion, May 5.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Daily News says: 

The flames licked most of those who es- 
caped, and dresses Were burned from the 
backs of their wéarers, Who tore off cheir 
blazing hats as they rushed from the build- 
ing, their heads singed to the roots of their 
hair. The clothing not burned off was liter- 


ally torn off. No painter ever imagined a 


last Judgment so appalling... One girl who 
ran through the streets skirtless, to tell her 
mother of her safety, had charge of the 
wooden horses in the bazaar. It is impossi- 
ble to say how many children were on them 
at the time or how many perished. 

The flames rose to a fearful height. The 
fire brigade came quickly, but what could 
be done? 
burning mass was simply frightful, and 
the hose was compelled to play over the 
heads of the multitu@e, The scorched peo- 
ple cried for the firemen to souse them, 
which they did. The cries from within were 
cries never to be forgotten for intensity of 
enzuish. The firemen’ courageously let 
themselves down from houses round about, 
but their efforts were too often fruitless. 
Holes were broken through the walls by 
navvies who happened to be working near. 

There was one awful procession of sixty 
corpses on the stretchers formed with the 
handles of spades and pickaxes with green 
canvas. I heard the Prefect of Police say 
that fully 300 people were missing. 

The whole center of the town forgot to 
dine, and the crowd in the vicinity was like 
that in the Place de la Concorde on Sept. 
4, 1870. 

The Duchess de Uses and her daughter, 
the Duchess de Luynes, had etalis near the 
great door. They escaped easily, the for- 
mer unharmed and the latter but slightly 
injured. 

Henry Blount, the promoter of the bazaar, 
had his beard burned off. The report that 
La Marechale MacMahon was in the fire is 
not true, and I now hear that Gen. Fevrier 
escaped with only burns on the head and 
hands, along with Mme.” Wilson, daughter 
of former President Grevy, and Mme. La 
Boulaye; and the Duchess d’Alencon, who, 
too much exhausted to go home, sat for a 
long time in a concierge’s lodge, unable to 
say who she was. 

I am told by a survivor that panic helped 
to spread the fire. Ladies whose clothes 
were blazing ran wildly about, igniting the 
inflammable surroundings. They had the 
strength that cycling and athletics give, but 
i0St their heads. Still it is hard to keep one’s 
head when one’s clothing is on flre. The 
voluminous sleeves, cheap lace, and light 
trimmings now worn on hats and corsages, 
solicited, so to speak, the flames. Baron 
Reille behaved extremely well, keeping a 
passage open near the door. 


ALL PARIS- GOBS- INTO MOURNING 


Theaters Are Closed and the Highest 
Society a Prey to Deepest 
Despair. 


Paris, May 4.—The, whole of the highest 
wociety in Pais is in a horrible peli mell, a 
prey to tiſe deepest déspair—hbiusbands stéek- 
fag and calling for wives and fathers seek- 
ing and calling for daughters. 

One young woman, still wearing on her 
breast the badge of a stall attendant, was 
seen rushing about in her petticoat, her dress 


having been torn off to be thrown over a 


woman who was in flames. Her one anxi- 
ety was to fimd her parents and tell them of 
her safety. 

Words would fail to describe the horror of 
the scene at the Palais de L’Industrie, where 
the bodies are exposed on the side next to the 
Avenue Banton, in a portion of the building 
now in course of demolition. Here ina large 
rdom, rudely covered with rough planks, and 
on sheets spread over planks, the bodies as 
they -arrive from the ambulances are being 
placed in three long rows. Here is exem- 
plified death by fire with all its horrors, 
bodies completely nude, limbs twisted in the 
writhings of agony, some still having shreds 
of clothing which assist recognition in spite 
of horrible. disfigurement, bones visible 
through fire-eaten flesh, some merely skele- 
tons or grinning skulls blackened with 
smoke. 

A large force of officials is engaged in reg- 
ulating the admission of friends at the en- 
trance, which is besieged by crowds shouting 
and fighting. Only small groups are ad- 
mitted at a time and the visitors are sup- 
plied with candles to assist them in their 
lugubrious search. It is a strange scene, as 
they go groping about amid human débris 
and turning over shapeless and unrecogniza- 
ble masses of flesh. 

As soon as President Faure heard of the 
disaster he sent the most pressing.inquiries 
for full particulars to the Prefect of Police. 
All the theaters in Paris are closed tonight. 

MIDNIGHT.—Owing to the difficulty of 
continuing the séarch for the purposes of 
identification by the light of torches and 
candles the Palais de Industries has been 
cordoned by the police, who are watching the 
bodies, 


An electric light 10 been installed at the 


scene of the fire to assist the firemen in re- 
covering the bodies. It is now noticed that 
in most cases the heads of the victims were 


burned to a cinder, even when other parts of 


the body were not much injured.

From Prince Constantine. I refused to be- 
lieve it. I waited, and a second and more 
pressing order followed. I began to under- 
stand what fault had been committed. I 
saw, however, what would be the conse- 
quences if I refused to obey and disregarded 
the misjudged order, and when the third 
came insisting on an immediate withdrawal 
and announcing that no troops were left 
north of Larisa I saw all was lost, and 
thought only of saving for the country the 
brave corps that had followed me inside the 
Turkish frontier. 

Our retreat was in perfect order. Noth- 
ing was lost and there was not the slightest 
confusion. We marched back with our eyes 
full of tears. We saw our hopes blighted, 
a province lost, and a hadow cast on the 


honor of our army. We were depressed, no 
doubt, but on our way to Pharsala we 


thought our brave army had been betrayed 


and hoped that our energy would allow us 
to repair the mischief. Now we are here 
to try to do ft. 

Jam here to defend Volo. I have strict 
orders to remain on the defensive. The 
Turks must pass over me to reach Volo, and 
I will die hard, I can tell you. I should 
prefer marching on Larissa, but cannot do 
It alone. Loughttobehelped. There should 


be combined action of the staff and Prince 


at Pharsala, but those people are slow to 
move forward. Still-if I can hold my ground 
long enough here I hope we may make a 
start once more. We have about 30,000 
troops at Pharsala and 10,000 around Veles- 
tino. If we act with energy nothing is 
lost. Our men fight all day, and, poor fellows, 
are tired out by: this continued fighting and 
marching backwards and forwards. If we 
had fresh troops, even yesterday, we could 
have pursued the. Turks to the gates of 
Larissa. As matters stand we will allow no- 
body to pass here. 

“When the army is completely reformed 
at Pharsala then we will combine with the 
fleet, and hope to be more successful. 

“We have few friends, and appreciate 
them the more. Tell our friends in America 
that they need not despair as yet. We 
mean to deserve their friendship by acting 
up to the hard-earned reputation of our 
country.“ 

The Minister of War Tsamatos has just 
arrived, and is going on to Pharsala, where 
a council of war will be. held immediately, 
with the view to having” a great battle to- 
morrow. I have now ascertained the exact 
numbers engaged in the last flerce assault 
cn Velestine. There were 9,000 Turks to 
8,000 Greeks. 


CROWN PRINCE DENIES CHARGES. 


Declares in an Interview That He Never 
Gave the Order te Re- 
treat. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JOHN BASS.] 

Pharsala, May 4,—({Copyright, 1897.j—I 
have just had a conversation with Prince 
Constantine, Crown Prince and commander- 
in-chief of the Greek army. The Prince is 
now staying with his staff in a very plain 
house, which may still be considered a palace 
in Pharsala, It stands just outside the town 
on a slope of the mountains, which sur- 
round the magnificent plain in which for a 
second time the fate of a country will per- 
haps be sealed in a few days. In the dis- 
tance you can see the battalions of the Greek 
army, a black mass on the green field. They 
are thé men I saw at Mati fighting so gal- 
lantly against Turks. I little thought, poor 
fellows, that we should meet them here, 
when the campaign openéd so well. 

When I last had the honor of seeing your 
Royal Highness," I said, “I little thought 
events would take such a disastrous turn. 
Our hopes have been sadiy deceived, and 
friends of Greece are at a loss to explain 
how or why the forces of the country sud- 
denly withdrew from the frontiers, leaving 
the country open to the Turks.“ 

am well aware,” his Highness an- 
swered, that our decision has been very 
adversely criticised in Greece and  else- 
where. Still, as chief of the army,. I mean 
to take full responsibility for all that has 
been done. But at the same time I ami happy 
that the opportunity is given me to con» 
tradict the false and absurd storiés now 
going about as regards the part I played 
at Larissa. You have seen the way our 
troops foughé in the few days the campaign 
lasted. I Was in the front as was my duty 
and may say that the idea never crossed 
my mind that a retreat was necessary, 

“ They now reproach me with having given 
the order to leave our position. You are at 
liberty to declare that no such order was. 
ever penned iy me. I know our soldiers 
too well, and was alwaye in favor of going 
ahead. I felt, and still hold the same opin- 
ton, that we could stand our ground. The 
truth is all my orders to the commanders 
of our forces might be summed up in two 
words, Push forward.’ However, those in 
command, under their own responsibility, 
and for reasons I cannnot discuss, ordered 
the retreat from Mati and Derelia. When 
once I was confronted with the fact a re- 
treat had been ordered and actually was 
proceedihg I took it upon me to leave Laris- 

sa and bring back the army to Pharsala, 
—— we should occupy’ a practically tm- 
pregnable position. 

“Yes, I take the full responsibility of 
the order.. I was absolutely convinced that 
the retreating army could not be trusted to 
reform in the open plain in which Larissa 10 
situated. They blame me now because it 
has been learned that the Turkish army 
waited two days before venturing to occupy 
towhs. But how is a General to reckon on 
the slowness of his adversaries’ movements? 


-** Who could imagine Edhem Pasha would 


thus waste time and was it not more natural 
to expect the Turkish cavalry would have 
surrounded the town in a few hours, thus 
cutting off all retreat and obliging our army 
to surrender? My duty. was that of chief 
of the army. It was indispensable to the 
safety of the country to shelter it against 
any surprise: When time has passed over 
these events and people can judge them

Indeed, he declared recently that 
he would never, under any circumstances, 
seek the intervention of.

It is not unlikely that the end of the hostili- 
ties will take the form of a brief armistice. 
This gained nobody believes that fighting 
will ever be resumed. Instead of hoping for 
Turkish success, official Europe is now 
earnestly desirous that the Greek: should 
gain some advantage in the fleld.

Reliable information from Constantinople 
is to the effect that he now refuses to listen 
to lesser terms than the return of Crete, the 
cession of the bulk of Thessaly, and the 
transfer of half of the Greek navy. . 

Emperor William and the others who in- 
cited him to try to beat the Greeks are likely 
to repent when they find the Eastern prob- 
lem rendered immensely more difficult, in- 
stead of being simplified, by the war. 

A genuine Greek victory at the present mo- 
ment would, therefore, be received with joy 
in the European chancelleries because of its 
double effect of restoring Greek self-respect 
and checking Turkish obstinacy.

Changes in Wool Rates. 

Many important changes were made by 
the Senate Tariff subcommittee in the wool 
and woolen schedule as passed by the House. 
First-class wools were reduced from 11 cents 
per pound, as provided in the House bill, to 
8 cents per pound, and second-class wools 
from 12 to 9 cents, whereas the duties on 
wools of the third class were raised. The 
dividing line in this latter class was placed 
at 10 cents value, wools under that value 
being made dutiable at the rate of 4 cents 
per pound, instead of 32 per cent ad valorem, 
as in the House bill. Wools valued at more 
than 10 cents per pound were placed at 7 
cents per pound, instead of 50 per cent ad 
valorem. The wool-growers failed to secure 
all the changes which they desired in classi- 
fication, but it is understood that the rates 
fixed on the wools themselves are satisfac- 
tory to them. 

Skirted wools of the first class, as import- 
ed in 1890 and prior to that date, are required 
to pay 1 cent per pound in addition to the 
rates imposed by the act on unwashed wools 
of Class 1. There is a reduction on noils 
from 30 to 20 cents per pound. Paragraphs 
362, 363, and 364 are all stricken out and 
substitutes provided for them as follows: 

862. Wool and hair which have been advanced 
by any process of manufacture beyond the washed 
or scoured condition, not specially provided for in 


this act, shall be subject to the same duties as are 
upon manufactures of wool not specially 
provided for. 


On yarns made wholly or in part of wool, 
valued at not more than 25 cents per pound, the 
uty per pound shall be two and one-half times 
the duty imposed. upon one pound of unwashed 
wool of the first class; valued at more than 35 
cents per pound, three and one-half times the rate 
imposed on unwashed wool of the first class, and, 
in addition, upon all of the foregcing 40 per cent 
ad valorem. 

864. On cloths, knit fabrics, and all manufact- 
ures of every description not specially provided 
for, valued at not more than 40 cents per pound, 
the duty shall be three times the duty imposed on 
unwashed wool of the first class; valued at above 
40 cents and not above 70 cents, four times the 
duty on unwashed skirted wool of the first class, 
and, in addition, on all the foregoing 50 per tent 
ad valorem; valued at over 70 cents per pound.

Blanket Section Changed. 

The blanket paragraph is changed as [ol- 
lows: Blankets and plain flannels are in- 
creased from 30 to 40-cents per pound, and it 
is also provided that the duty on thisarticic 
shall be the same as that imposed upon one 
and one-half pounds of unwashed wool. An 
additional duty is allowed of 30 per cent ad 
valorem instead of the House rate. On these 


- articles valued at more than 40 cents and not 


more than 50 cents per pound, the duty is 
made equal to two and one-half times that 
on one pound of unwashed wool, instead of 
three times, as provided in the House bill, 
and an ad valorem of 35 per cent is added, in- 
stead of the House rate. On blankets valucd 
at more than 50 cents per pound the rate is 
made three times that of unwashed wool and 
an ad valorem duty of 40 per cent is added. 

Women’s and children’s dress goods, coat 
lining, etc., valued at 15 cents per yard and 
less are rated at 5% cents per yard instead of 
7 cents, as in the House bill. While articles 
of this class valued at more than 15 cents are 
reduced from 8 to 6% cents per yard and Sw 
per cent ad valorem, instead uf 20 per cent, as 
the House bill added on all of them. 

The above applies to goods the warp of 
which consists wholly of cotton or other 
vegetable material. On women's and chi- 
dren’s dress goods, etc., which are composed 
wholly or in part of wool and not speciaily 
provided for, the duty ts reduced from 11 to 
9 cents per yard, with an ad valorem of 50 
per cent ad@ed. The rate on webbings, zor- 
ings, suspenders, etc., is reduced from 60 to 
40 cents per pound, though the ad valorem 
addition of 60 per cent is not changed. 

Changes in Carpets. 

There are several changesincarpets. Ori- 
ental, Berlin; and other similar rugs, as well 
as carpets woven in whole for rooms, are re- 
moved from the paragraph relating to Au- 
busson and Axminster carpets and are in- 
corporated in a WwW paragraph which pro- 
vides for a duty on them of 2) cents per 
square foot and 10 per cent ad valorem when 
they are valued at not more than 40 cents 
per square foot; valued at more than 40 cents 
and not more than $1, 40 cents per square 
foot.and 20 per cent ad valorem; valued at 
more than $1 and not more than $2, 75 cents 
per square foot and 25 per cent ad valorem; 
valued at more than $2 per square foot, 65 
per cent ad valorem. Treble ingrain and all 
chained Venetian carpets are increased from 
19 cents per yard to 25 cents, and wool Dutch 
two-ply ingrain front 14 to 20 cents per yard. 

A paragraph is added specifically provid- 


ing that all articles, fabrics, and manufact- 


ures, however described, of which wool is a 
component material, shall be classified and 
pay the duties imposed by the several para- 
graphs_of this schedule.” 

Tobacco Schedule Revised. 

An important change was made in tobacco 
taxes under the internal revenue laws. Sec. 
3,368, relating to internal revenue taxes on 
tobacco, was changed (Revised Statutes) to 
read as follows:

Metal Goods. 


In the metal schedule the first change of 
importance is made in Paragraph 121, relat- 
ing to coils or rods of less than seven-six- 
teenths of an inch in diameter, which is 
made to include hammered as well as rolled 
iron, and on which the duty is reduced from 
the Hotse rate of 8-10 to 7-10 of a cent per 
pound. There is also a reduction of slabs, 
blooms, and loops from 5-10 to 4-10 of a cent 
per pound. Beams, girders, ete., are re- 
duced from 6-10 to 5-10 of a cent. Boiler 
plate, iron or steel, is reduced from 30 per 
cent to 25 per cent ad valorem; anchors of 
iron or steel from 1% cents per pound to 
12-10 cents. Forgings, not especially pro- 
vided for, are made dutiable at 35 per cent 
ad valorem, whereas the House rate gave 
the same ad valorem with an additional 
cent and a half per pound. There are also 
reductions in the hook, band, and scroll 
paragraph, as follows: Valued at 3 cents 
per pound or less, from 6-10 to 5-10 of a cert 
per pound; thinner than No. 10 wire gauge, 
from 7-10 to 6-10 per pound; thinner than 
No. 20 wire gauge, from 9-10 to 8-10. Rail- 
way bars, T rails, etc., are reduced from 
7-20 to 3-10 of a cent per pound, and rallway 
fishplates from 1½ to 4-10 of a cent per pound. 

There is a reduction on the paragraph re- 
lating to galvanized iron and steel sheets 
and galvanized hoop iron from one-fourth of 
a cent per pound to two-tenths of a cent; on 
sheets of iron cr steel, polished, planed, etc., 
from two cents per pound to 1% cents, witha 
provision reducing the duty on plates and 
sheets which have been pickled or cleaned 
by acid from one-fourth to two-tenths of a 
cent a pound. There is a reduction on tin 
plates, terne plates, and taggers’ tin from 
1% cents to 1 4-10 cents per pound. The pro- 
vision is stricken out relieving this para- 
graph from the benefits of a drawback. 

Mill shafting, connecting rods, and piston 
rods are added to paragraph 131 and are 
made dutiable at three-tenths of a cent per 
pound. In the same paragraph steel ingots 
and cogged ingots, valued at a cent a pound 
and less, are made dutiable at three-tenths 
of a cent per pound, instead of seven-twen- 
tieths as in the House bill; valued above one 
cent, at four-tenths insead of five-tenths; 
valued above 1% cents, at six-tenths instead 
of seven-tenths; valued above 1 8-10 cents, 
at seven-tenths instead of eight-tenths; val- 
ued above 2 2-10 cents, nine-tenths of a cent 
per pound instead of 11-10 cents; valued 
above 3 cents per pound, 1 2-10 of a cent in- 
stead of 1 4-10; valued above 4 cents, 1 3-10 
of a cent per pound instead of 1 6-10; valued 
above 7 cents, 2 cents per pound instead 
of 25-10; valued above 10 cents, 2 4-10 cents 
per pound instead of 3 cents: valued above 
18 cents; 28-10 cents per pound instead of 
35-10; valued above 16 cents per pound, 
47-10 cents insead of 6 cents. 

The provision of the House bill making all 
iron or steel wire rods which have been 
tempered or treated dutiable as wire is 
stricken out. The entire paragraph relating 
to round iron or steel wire is canceled and 
new language substituted. According tothe 
new classification round iron or steel wire, 
not smaller than number thirteen wire 
gauge, is made dutiable at one and fourth 
cents per pound, while smaller wire, but not 
below number sixteen wire gauge, is placed 
at one and a half cents per pound, and still 
smaller at two cents per pound. A new para- 
graph is added in regard to iron or steel or 
other wire not specially provided for, such 
as is commonly known as hat, bonnet, cor- 
set, plano, and watch wire, including corset 
steels, which are made dutiable at 40 per 
cent ad valorem, whether covered or uncov- 
ered. Wire cloth and wire netting made in 
measures is rated at 45 percent. An addi- 
tional duty of two-tenthe of one cent a pound 
is made on wire coated with zinc or tin or any 
other metal. . 

Paragraph 137, in regard to iron or steel 
bars, cold rolled, etc., is stricken cut entirely. 


Axles and Forgings. 


Axles, axlebars, and forgings for axles 
are reduced from 1% cents to 1 cent per 
pound where the value is not more than 6 


1 cents per pound: castings of maleable iron 


not specially provided for, from 1% cents to 
9-10 of a cent per pound; chains, not less 
than three-fourths of an inch in diameter, 
from IM cents to 1 cent per pound; chains, 
less than three-fourths of an inch, from 1% 
cents to 1144 cents per pound; chains less than 
three-eighths of an inch increased from 2 
cents to 2% cents. All iron or steel tubes not 
specially provided for are made dutiable at 
30 per cent ad valorem. 


The cutlery paragraph is entirely stricken 


out and a substitute added, as follows:

Scissors and shears, 
valued at more than 50 cents per dozen, 15 cents 
per dozen and 15 per cent ad valorem: valued at 
more than 50 cents, 50 cents per dozen and 15 
per cent ad_valorem; valued at niore than $1.75 
ber dozen, 75 cents per dozen and 25 per cent ad 
valorem. ; 


The classification in regard to files, rasps, 
etc., is somewhat changed, and these ar- 
ticles when two and a half inches in length 
and under are made dutiable at 30 cents per 
dozen, if exceeding that length and not ex- 
ceeding four and a half inches in length, 50 
cents per dozen; over four and a half inches, 
75 cents per aozen; over seven inches, $1 
per dozen, instead of $1.60, as in the House 
bill. 

There is also a change in the classification 
of. double-barreled shotguns, the lowest 
tigure of value named being $10, instead of 
. as in the House bill. The duty is changed 
from specific to ad valorem and made 50 per 
cent on goods of this class. Shotguns 
valued at more than $10 are made dutiable 
at $6 each. 

Paragraph 158, in regard to wire nails, is 
changed so as to make it applicable to nails 
not less than one inch in length and not 
lighter than No. 16 wire gauge, and to this 
classification the House rate of one-half of 
a cent per pound is made applicable. All 
wire nails of smaller size are rated at one 
cent per pound. Knitting or sewing ma- 
chine needles are reduced from 30 to 25 per 
cent ad valorem. Hand and back saws are 
reduced from 40 to 30 per cent 4d valorem. 


Wood Screws. 


There is a change in the classification in 
regard to wood screws, made of iron or steel, 
which makes the rate on all wood screws of 
more than two inches in length 4 cents 
per pound, instead of the rates fixed by the 
House bill, which range all the way from 
8 to 10 cents per pound. The rate on 
wood screws between one and two inches 
in length is reduced from 7 to 6 cents per 
pound; less than an inch and not more than 
a half inch in length, from 10 to sh cents per 
pound; less than one-half inch in length, 
reduced from 14 to 12 cents pound. 

Paragraph 168, in relation to wheels, is 
made to apply entirely to the wheels for 
railway purposes, and one rate of 1% cents 


per pound is fixed.

There are very radical changes in the 
schedule of earths, earthenware, and glass- 
ware, some of the most important changes 
being transfers from ad valorem to specific 
or mixed rates. 


China, Porcelan, and Earthenware. 


The paragraph of the House bill which 
covers china, porcelain, earthen, stone, 
crockery ware, etc., and puts the decorated 
at 60 per cent ad valorem and plain at 50 
per cent was stricken out and the following 
substituted:

The paragraph of the House bill rating all 
other china, etc., ornamented, at 60 per cent 
ad valorem, and not ornamented at 55 per 
cent, is also stricken out and replaced by the 
following:

Provid that none of the articles 
enumerated in this paragraph shall pay a less rate 
of duty than 50 per cent ad valorem. And pro- 
vided further. that the d@utiable weight of the 
articles provided for in this ragraph shail be 
their gross weight in pack condition as im- 
ported, including the weight of the crates, etc. 

Gray earthenware and salt glazed stone- 
ware are added to the kinds of undecorated 
earthenware, dutiable at 25 per cent ad 
valorem, and the item “ Rockingham earth- 
enware, 40 per cent ad valorem,” of the 
House bill is stricken out. 


Wares of Carbon. 


Wares of carbon for not decorated are 35 
per cent and decorated at 45 per cent, and 
the item making carbons for electric hght- 
ing and filter dutiable at 50 per cent and 
porous carbons for electric batteries at 20 
per cent is stricken out. 

Fire brick is raised from 30 to 45 per cent 
and other brick than common from 30 to 45 
per cent. 

For the paragraph of the House bill rating 
tiles valued at not more than 40 cents per 
square foot. at eight cents and exceeding 
40 cents at 10 cents and 28 per cent is sub- 
stituted the following:

Agricultural Products. 


The rate on cattle importations is changed 
so as to provide for a duty of $4 per head un 
cattle not valued at more than $10 and $6 per 
head where the value is greater. The House 
bill made à uniform rate of 86. 

The rates on rice were generally ‘reduced, 
putting cleaned rice at 1% cents per pound, 
instead of 2 cents; uncleaned rice at 8-10 of a 
cent instead of 1% cents; rice flour, one- 
fourth instead of one-half of a cent per 
pound. 

Beans are reduced from 50 to 40 cents per 
bushel, hay from $4 to $3.50 per ton, hops from 
15 to 12 cents per pound; dried peas changed 
from one cent per pound to 20 cents per 
bushel. 

Evergreen seedlings are added to the para- 
graph in regard to tree cuttings and made 
dutiable at $1.75 per thousand. Articles in 
this paragraph not specifically provided for 
are changed from 30 to 25 per cent ad 
valorem. 

Potatoes are reduced from 25 to 20 cents 
per bushel, flaxseed or linseed from 30 to 25 
cents per bu, and seed of all kinds not speci- 
fically provided for from 40 to 25 per cent ad 
valorem. 

The paragraph in regard to fish, packed in 
oil or otherwise, is entirely changed and pro 
vides that anchovies, sardines, sprats, etc.. 
packed in tins, boxes, or cans, shall be 
dutiable as follows: 

In boxes or cans, containing seven and a half 
cubic inches or less, 1½ cents per box or can; con- 
taining not more than twenty-one cubic inches, 
2% cents per box or can; containing. not more 
than thirty-three cubic inches, five cents per box; 
containing not more than seventy cubic inches, 
10 cents per box; if in other packages, 40 per cent 
ad valorem. All other fish in cans or boxes, of 
less than half a barrel, and not specially provided 
for, one-fourth of a cent per pound, instead of one 
cent, as provided for in the House bill. Mackerel 
or salmon, pickled or salted, and other fish pickled 
in barrels or half barrels, one cent per pound. 

There is a new paragraph relating to the 
character of fish. The general House rate 
was 1% cents per pound. The Senate addi- 
tion provides for three-fourths of a cent per 
pound on smoked, dried, salted, . pickled, 
frozen fish prepared for preservation, and 
fresh fish not otherwise especially provided 

‘for. The Senate bill strikes out the House 
provision for an additional duty on any 
country “ 
export bounty on fish; and also the House 
paragraph providing for a duty on cans con- 
taining shell fish. 


Flax and Hemp. 


Flax not hackled or dressed is reduced 
from one cent to three-fourths of a cent per 
pound, and hackled, or dressed line fax 
from three cents to two and a half cents per 
pound. Tow of flax is changed so as to pro- 
vide for a straight duty of one cent per 
pound. Hemp and tow of hemp are reduced 
from $25 to $20 per ton, and hackled hemp 
from $50 to $40 per ton. 

Considerable additions were made to the 
paragraph relating to cables and cordage. 
These include Tampico fiber, manila, and 
sisal grass, all of which are made dutiable 
at one cent per pound. There is an increase 
in the duty on threads made from yarn 
finer than five lea, or number, of from five- 
eighths to three-fourths of a cent per pound 
additional for each lea, or number. The 
paragraph in regard to yarns made of flax 
tow is changed from ad valorem to specific 
rates, and a duty of six cents per pound pro- 
vided for single yarns in the gray made of 
flax, hemp, or ramie, not finer than eight 
lea, or number; finer than eight lea, or num- 
ber, and not finer than eighty lea, 40 per 
cent ad valorem: finer than eighty lea, or 
number, 15 per cent ad valorem. 

There is also a substitute for paragraph. 
829 in regard to flax gill netting, W ich pro- 
vides that this netting and also nets, webs, 
and seines shall pay the same duty per pound 
as is imposed on the thread, twine, or cord 
of which they are made, and an additional 
duty of 20 per cent ad valorem. 

Floor mattings are reduced when valued at 
not exceeding 10 cents per yard from 8 to 4 
cents per square yard; valued at exceeding 
10 cents, to 8 cents per square yard, with the 
25 per cent ad valorem stricken off. There 
is a provision added for an additional duty 
of 25 per cent ad valorem where they are 
manufactured with a warp composed of cot- 
ton flax, or other vegetable fiber. 

Carpets made of vegetable fiber, except 
cotton, where the value does not exceed 15 
cents per square yard, are made dutiable at

Articles stricken from the free list include 
caskg, barrels, bags, etc., exported from and 
re-imported into this country. There is a 
new paragraph in regard to coal tar, which 
continues in the free list, and which reads 
as follows: Coal tar, crude, pitch of coal 
tar, and products of coal tar, known as cre- 
osote oil, benzol, naphtha, xylol, phenol, and 
cresol.”’ ’ 

Fish roe preserved for food purposes is 
excluded from the list, as are hides, Angora: 
goatskins, and asses’ skins; also mineral 
ealts from mineral waters. 


1 The paragraph in the free list relating to 


oils is rewritten and somewhat enlarged. 
The paragraph in regard to wearing apparel 
is also new. It strikes out the House pro- 
vision limiting the exemption to citizens of 
the United States to $100 in value and also 
the House provision to the effect that the ex- 
emmption shall not apply to residents of other 
countries entering the United States more 
than once a year. There are also new speci- 
fications in regard to the importation of 
works of art for exhibition purposes. These 
articles are to be admitted free, subject to 
the regulations of the Treasury Department. 


Cotton Manufactures. 

On cotton thread and carded yarns, warps, 
and other forms, except the spool thread, the 
House rate was 3-10 of a cent per number 
per pound on numbers exceeding 20. The 
Senate bill imposes 3-10 of a cent per number 
per pound in addition to the rate of 6 cents 
a pound on No. 20, on numbers exceeding 
20 and up to 80. The Senate bill makes the 
rate on No. 80 and above 50 per cent ad 
valorem. The House duty of 8 cents per 
square yard and 30 per cent on cloth or cot- 
ton or other vegetable fiber with an ad- 
mixture of silk is replaced by a more specific 
paragraph putting the same rate on “ cloth 
composed of cotton or other vegetable fiber, 
silk, whether known as silk striped sleeve 
linings, silk stripes, or otherwise,“ and it is 
provided that no such cloth shall pay less 
than 50 per cent ad valorem. Cotton cloth 
filled or coated is made 3 cents per square 
yard and 20 per cent. 

The duties on plushes, velvets, velveteens, 
corduroys, etc., not bleached, colored, etc., 
are changed from 10 cents and 20 per cent 
to 9 cents and 25 per cent per square yard; 
bleached, dyed, ete., from 14 cents and 20 
per cent to 12 cents and 25 per cent. It is 
provided by the Senate bill that none of the 
fabrics of the plush and corduroy cloth shall 
pay a less rate than 47% per cent ad valorem. 
Senate classification of stockings, hose, and 
half-hose follows:

The rate on manufactures of cotton not 
specially provided for is raised from 40 to 
45 per cent Al Valorem. 

Pulp Paper and Books. . 

Mechanically ground wood pulp is changed 
from 1-12 of a cent per pound to 7% cents 
per hundred weight, and a proviso is added 
“that if any country or dependency shall 
impose an export duty on pulp wood the 
amount of such export duty shall be added 
as an additional duty when imported from 
such country or dependency.” 

The provision in regard to lithographic 
prints is entirely new and is quite complicat- 
ed. It provides a duty of 25 cents per pound 
on such prints from stone, zinc, or other 
material on paper not exceeding 8-1,000 of 
an inch in thickness, but the provision does 
not apply to cigar labels and bands, music 
and illustrations, when forming part of a 
periodical. Writing, letter, note, hand- 
made drawing, ledger, bond, record, tablet, 

ud typewriter paper, weighing not less 
than ten pounds and not more than fifteen 
to the ream, two cents per pound and 10 per 
cent ad valorem. It is specifically provided 
that if the paper is ruled, bordered, em- 
bossed, printed, or decorated it shall pay 
10 per cent ad valorem in addition to the 
above rates Books of all kinds, photo- 
graphs, etchings, maps, music not specially 
provided for, are also made dutiable at 25 
per cent ad valorem. Paper envelopes, plain, 
25 per cent ad valorem; if bordered, etc., 30 
pe: cent ad valorem. ) 

The House provision relating to all these 
subjects is stricken out. ‘ 

There is also a substitute paragraph In re- 
gard to playing cards, imposing a duty of 
W cents per pack and 20 per cent ad valorem. 
The House rate was 10 cents per pack and 
50 per cent ad valorem, : 

Nuts and Fruits. :

Purchaser, Who Is a Shoe Merchant, 
Declares He Had No Idea of Buying 
the Horse When He Started for the 
Stock-Yards—Was Encouraged by 
J. A. Murphy—Col. Taylor Bids a 


’ Tearful Farewell to His treat 
Horse, 


Joe Patchen brought $15,000 esterda 
noon, when he was sold at public sterday 
at the Dexter Park Horse Exchange, the 
buyer being C. W. Marks, a shoe dealer in 
Washington street, this city. 

Three hours thereafter the black pacing 
wonder was nibbling his hay in the stall 
of Mr. Marks’ stable at the rear of the 
owner’s residence, No. 3121 Michigan avenue. 
In the interim Mr. Marks had reached the 
city and produced the cash to pay for his 
horse. 

It is not so easy,” said a horseman last 
night, for even a rich man to produce so 
much currency in short order. I understand 
Joe’s new owner is not a millionaire, but 
having known him a long time I can say he 
always trots well within himself and has 
money enough to buy anything he wants.“ 

At the sale there were said to be 4 ,000 per- 
sons, and as the black pacer was jogged 
before the buyers his condition was com- 
mended by good judges. His coat was silk, 
his eye bright, his action panther-like. As 
he walked along he seemed to know his 
value. The first bid was jocosely made at 
$3,000, Mr. Marks at once bid $5,000; the 
agent of a Boston man raised this to $8,000 
and then George Castle of Chicago said 
$10,000. All these bids had followed one 
another in rapid succession, but raises from 
this up came slowly. At $12,000 Mr. Marks 
and Mr, Wyckoff of Chicago were alone left 
in the race, and when the former got to 
$15,000 the other stopped. It is understood 
that Mr. Wyckoff lives in Indiana avenue. 

Owna Every Hair on Him. 

As the contest narrowed down to Chica- 
goans, Mr. Marks was encouraged by James 
A. Murphy, Judge Hennessey, and other 
friends. Last night Joe Patchen’s new own- 
er had this to say: Why, I never had an 
idea of buying that horse when I started 
for the Stock+Yards. Who bought him? 
They say Murphy owns him, do they? Well, 
IJ can only say that I guess several men 
bought him, for if they had not hustled 
me along I should have stopped long before 
the $15,000 was reached; but I paid for Joe 
Patchen and now own every hair in his 
tail. Did I ever own a high-priced horse be- 
fore? Right now I have a fair article in 
the trotter, Major (2:11), for whom I paid 
$3,000. I have always had one or more gocd 
horses, but never thought of buying a first- 
class one.“ 

Mr. Marks is an affable, gray-mustached 
gentleman of medium height and weight, 
who has lived for over thirty years in Chi- 
cago and has been in business here all that 
time. He was born some fifty years ago 
in Vermont, and his tongue still gives evi- 
dence of his Yankee origin. 

James A. Mufphy, the owner of Star 
Pointer, was found in the company of Mr. 
Marks and said: “I never made a bid on 
Joe Patchen. Isn’t one champion pacer 
enough for any man? Why, we can go out 
on the road now, so choosing, and have a 
race down the side drive with something 
that can pace. Mr. Marks and myself have 
been in many friendly races on the road 
and I am glad he has got something to * 
alongside. 

Murphy Paises the Horse. 

Of course my horse is a shade the faster 
animal, but Joe Patchen is a hardy fellow 
and last year he did not show as well as he 
will this. There is nothing the matter with 
his legs, but last season they were big, for 
some--reason—probably hard campaigring. 
Yet at Portland, Me., he reduced his record 
to 2:08, and over a new half-mile track at 
Boston pulled a wagon in 2:04. 

I have known Mr. Marks a long time 
and our acquaintance came through the fact 
that he many years ago had a little sorrel 
mare that was lightning on the snow. I 
didn’t have a lot of money, but I fancied 


the mare and sent an agent to price her. 


The answer came ‘she is worth $100 a day 
to me in the sleighing season,’ so that ended 
the matter and showed a prominent charac- 
teristic of the genuine horse lover who to- 
day bought a $15,000 horse.“ 

When after being knocked down to the 
highest bidder Joe Patchen was driven out 
of the ring he passed his former owner, Coi. 
Taylor, who, with moist eye and quivering 
lip as he patted his pet, said softly. Good 
by, old Joe, I'd rather own you than any 
horse on earth.“ 

The serious faces of those who heard this 
remark were quickly brightened, as Splan 
and his friends caught Mr. Marks up and 
tossed him on their shoulders, bringing from 
the well-known Counselor,“ W. H. Craw- 
ford, the satirical rebuke: Go it, boys; 
you’ve just buncoed him out of his money. 
Now go on and kill him.“ 

When asked what Joe Patchen’s future 
was to be his owner said: ‘ Really I haven't 
made up my mind what to do with him.“

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On Monday last Mayor Harrison sudden 
ly requested the resignation of Civil Service 
Commissioners Olatk and Hotz upon the 
absurd and false ground of “ incompetency 
and insubordination.” They declined to 
comply with his demand and were peremp- 
torily removed and their successors instant - 
ly appointed, showing that the whole thing 
was cut and dried on the Mayor's part, and 
which goes to show that he is proceeding 
with undermining and destroying the merit 
system faster than the worst spoileman of 
the “ruling race could have expected or 
hoped for. 

In the platform upon which the Mayor 
was elected there was a feeble and some- 
what ambiguous deélaration in favor of the 
merit system; but in his speeches made dur- 
ing the campaign and in his public utter- 
ances since he has left the impression that 
the civil service he wants isa k leg one 
for Democrats only, That such is his de- 
sire is shown by the appointment of Mr. 
Thornton as Corporation Counsel, a shrewd 
and intensely partisan lawyer, who knew 
at the time what was expected of him was 
to make a series of rulings which would 
break down the defense of the law and en- 
able the ward heelers and whisky-soaked 
bummers and taxeaters to quarter them- 
selves on the city pay-rolls and live without 
work. The real object was to take up re- 
pudiated Hopkinsiem where it was dis- 
carded in 1895 and go on with it as if Hop- 
kins was still Mayor, by means of inter- 
pretations of the Corporation Counsel in 
compliance with the wishes of the Mayor. 
In this bad shape matters are developing 
before the Mayor has served three weeks. 

The first disagreement between him and 
the Civil Service Commissioners came 
speedily. Mr. Thornton gave his opinion 
that certain ‘heads of departments and po- 
lice officials could be appointed by the 
Mayor and did not come under the regula- 
tions of the classified service. That opin- 
ion gave the removal and appointment of 
between sixty and seventy officials to the 
Mayor with which to reward those to whom 
he owed his nomination. The Cotmmis- 
sioners declined to accept this construction 
of the law, as the Mayor wished and ex- 
pected they would, a different opinion hav- 
ing been given by Thornton’s predecessor, 
Beale. No doubt Thornton algo believed 
that this would be the case and that he and 
the Mayor intended to take advantage of 
Clark’s and Hotz’s resoluteness of views 
of the law. They knew Clark would not 
yield and that Hotz would be certain to 
sustain him. Tue Tripune, however, is 
still of the opinion that the friends of the 
merit system would be if a better position 
if Messrs. Clark and Hotz had yielded, the 
law being capable of either construction. 
There is no doubt that they would have 
been removed on some pretext at a later 
day even if they had yielded; but the friends 
of the law Would have held a stronger posi- 
tion, and for a time at least they would 
have had e one on the board to see that 
the law was enforced as far as possible. 

The third man 6n the board was Mr. Wal- 
ler, a most excellent official, who had 
for the last eighteen 
months with his associates and who has 
believed in the merit system, resigned to 
take the better paid position of City Con- 
troller, and ‘his place was filled by Duuiey 


- Winston, a young man wh® has probably 


never given the merit system any thought 


or consideration; who had never read the 


law prior to hisa tment, and it is doubt- 
ful if he has read it since, or the rules adopt- 
ed by the board. But it is not necessary, be- 
cause he can be relied upon to do what the 
Mayor desires him to do in kicking holes in 
the civil service law. 

The Mayor further declined to submit the 
differences between himself and the board 
to the courts on an agreed cause, If there 
were to be such a submission he preferred 
it should be made after his appoiutees were 
in control of the board and when he could 
have the advantage of the delays of litiga- 
tion. So he asked Messrs. Clark and Hotz 
to resign. When they declined to accom- 
modate him he removed them summarily, 
alleging false and defamatory reasons for 
so doing. 

The Mayor has appointed in Mr. Clark’s 
place Mr. Hempstead Washburne. He is 
well known to the people of Chicago, hav- 
ing been Mayor a few years ago. The pub- 
lic is 7 gr’ with his public record, but 
none knows how he stands as regards the 
civil service system until he makes it 
known, as it was not an issue when he was 
Mayor. The spoile mongers seem to think 
he has no particular faith in it and will be 
a pliant aid to Mayor Harrison’s wishes, 
but he may disappoint them in this respect 
and follow in the footsteps of Mr. Olark. 
Time will soon show “where he is at.“ 
However, any friendship Mr. Washburne 
may show for the civil service law or any 
effort he may make to enforce it may be re- 
garded by the friends of the law as so much 
clear gain. 

The third man, Mr. Adolf Kraus, is a 
lawyer of acknowledged ability. As far.as 
is known he has not expressed any opinion 
on the merit system. However that may 
be he is only one out of three. So Mr, 
Thornton will practically be the board, and 
whatever rulings he makes for :he loosen- 
ing and crippling of the law will be carried 
out, as the Mayor will remove the dissident 
members if they“ kick.“ 

It may be taken for granted that before 
Mayor Harrison's term ends the civil serv- 
ice law will substantially be in tatters or 
non-existent. Everything which has beep 
secured under it will be sapped and mined. 
While it will remain on the statute books 
it will be a dead letter in operation, and 
simply a means by which spoilemen and 
henchmen and heelers will get the offices, 
just as they did before its enactment, only 
in a more formal way.

WHY THIS DELAY! 

The consular reports to the State De- 
partment from the Island of Cuba tell a 
sickening story of the misery and suffering 
of ite unfortunate people at the hands of 
Butcher Weryler and as the outcome of his 
inhuman policy. Consul Alexander O. 
Brice, for instance, at Matanzas, writes: 


Over 7,000 persons have been concentrated at 


three-quarters of whom are entirely 
Support. women and children 
are dying on treets from starvation. Death 
und misery Kk hand in hand. Among 
these people there are several Americans. Yellow- 
fever, smnallpox, and other diseases are prevalent. 
All this ie the result of Gen. Weyler’s inhuman 
policy. Aid for these sufferers should promptly 
come from the United States. 


Reports of a similar character to this 
have been sent by the accredited agents of 
the government to the State Department. 
If these reports are true and the President 
thinks, they are true and, as is reported, is 
angry about the situation in Cuba, why, in 
the name of common consistency, does he 
not do something? Why does he not recog- 
nize the belligerent rights of the Cubans, as 
Congress and the people want him to do? 
What is the use of sending Calhoun there, 
who cannot talk Spanish and who at best 
could only report outrages which have al- 
ready been reported? Why does he not 
consult Consul-General Lee? Even if Cal- 
houn were to go there and were granted 
passes through the lines by Weyler and he 
should take some one with him fluent in 
Spanish, ahd observe and interview to his 
heart's content, be could only report what 
has already been reported by Constils and 
newspaper correspondents. What would 
be gained by that? During all the time Cal- 
houn was picking up his information the 
Spaniards would have just that period for 
the commission of more outrages. 

There must be a vast mass of information 
on this subject in the possession of the State 
Department, accumulated during the ad- 
ministration of Cleveland and Olney.

Then why does he not take 
the time te recognize the belligerent rights 
of the. Cubans or to recognize their inde- 
pendence if he thinks he has the authority! 
He ought not to travel any longer in the 
steps of Olney and the other friends of 
Spain. He has been in office two months 
and nothing has yet been done for Cuba. 
The people are porting impatient, Mr. Pres- 
ident. 


THE TURBINE WHEEL FOR STEAMBOATS 

A new boat, a description of which ap- 
pears in another column of Tue Trisune 
of today, has earned the title of the fastest 
craft in the world and justifies the ex- 
pectations that steam will not give way to 
electricity as a motive power on the seas 
without a final battle worthy of its past 
record. The new steamer is called the 
Turbinia, because its engine is a steam- 
driven turbine, a wheel like the common 
propeller in its slanting and curving spokes. 
The Turbinia’s shaft has practically a pro- 
peller at each end. The steam passing 
through the turbine screw inside the ship 
sends it whirling, and therefore whirls the 
connected screw in the water at the same 
time. The machinery is in constant rota- 
tion, doing away with the rise and fall and 
continuous vibration of the ordinary piston. 
The rate of speed attained by the Turbinia 
for mile runs has been just short of thirty- 
eight miles an hour, which if applied to an 
ocean steamer throughout a trip across the 
Atlantic would reduce the voyage to three 
days and ten hours. The reader will find 
in the article referred to a complete state- 
ment of details by the inventor.

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VALUABLE POPULAR EDUCATION. 

The discussion which has been aroused 
by the Humphrey bills is sure to have an 
admirable effect. It will open the eyes of 
the people not only of Chicago but of every 
other municipality in the State to the value 
of these street car franchises and to the 
proper use that can be made of them in ob- 
taining public revenue. The discussion of 
the subject bas only just begun, and will be 
kept up—in Ohicago certainly—for the next 
six years, at the end of which time most of 
the licenses to occupy the streets of Chicago 
expire and renewals can be granted. 

The more the people discuss the question 
and think it over in all its aspects the more 
they will appreciate the enormous revenue 
that can be got for the city from these fran- 
chises. So that when the year 1903 rolls 
around there will be a unanimous demand 
from all parties that the franchises shall be 
granted thereafter on an entirely different 
basis from that prevailing now. The peo 
ple will insist on the roads paying to the 
city one cent out of every fare collected, 
which will provide at the outset an immense 
revenue which will grow every year. Then, 
in addition, the companies will be obliged to 
drop their fares to four cents, so that there 
will be a direct saving to the people. These 
will be the essential conditions for the re- 
newal of the present franchises. Nothing 
less remunerative to the city and the people 
will be accepted. If the present companies 
should not be willing to comply with these 
terms they ¢an either cart off their old 


junk from the streets or sell their. equip- 
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about years ago, they did pass a 
law fixing the Mquor license at $500, instead 
of $50, and this city and other cities began 
collecting a large revenue. Chicago could 
not have got along without this added li- 
cense money unless it had doubled the 2 per 
cent tax fate.

The people will 
become thoroughly educated in all phases of 
the subject, they will learn to appreciate the 
value of their own property, the streets, 
and they will make those streets pay an 
equitable return through the companies that 
use them. 


THIS CITY CAN ‘Issue No BONDS TO 
BUY STREET CAR RAILWAYS. 

In order to divert attention from the 
boodle Humphrey bills the talented sa- 
loonkeeper, Ald. Powers, proposes that the 
Legisiature be asked to empower this city 
to purchase any or all of the street rail 
ways in the City of Chicago immediateiy or 
very soon, and to issue its bonds for fifty 
years at 4 per cert interest for such ptr- 
chase.” He first proposed that the amount 
be limited to the moderate () amount of 75 
millions of dollars; but finally the amount 
was left blank. 

If the reckless Powers scheme were se- 
riously meant it would be opén to two fatal 
objections. The first of them is, that it is 
premature. The immediate purchase of 
the railroads is contemplated. But their 
present market value is much greater than 
it will be six years hence. ‘Those street 
roads are capitalized now for nearly sixty 
millions when the cash actually invested is 
not half that sum. This capital is worth 
in the market over sixty millions, I: is 
werth that much only because the chief 
street licenses have six years yet to run. 
The value will diminish as 1903 draws 
nearer, when the licenses to use the streets 
expire. As Ald. Harlan put it in this way 
in his speech in the Council in opposition to 
the saloonkeeper’s wild proposition: 

We have no business at the present juncture to 
figure on What the officials will take for their rail- 
road systems. It is only a few years now until 
the chief railroad companies will have to come 
to the City of Chicago to see what we will give 
them. When their franchises expire there will 


be nothing to buy but their tracks, cars, and 
their operating plant. 


If the city were to buy the roads this year 
or next year it would be buying the right 
to occupy its own streets If the city waits 
till 1903 it will have to buy only what the 
companies have put in the streets—their old 
iron, their steel rails, their trolley wires, 
their cable wires, and their steam power- 
houses and engines. They are worth but 
little compared to the volume of stock 
and bonds outstanding. 

The stockholders will not have any good 
cause forcomplaint. Between now and then 
six annual dividends of 16 to 20 per cent 
will be paid, returning to them in the next 
six years far more than ever they put on 
the streets in the shape of tracks, trolleys, 
cars, and engines. 

But a fatal objection to Ald. Powers’ 
trick to rob Chicago for the emolument 
of Yerkes, Allerton & Co. is the stubborn, 
insurmountable obstacle that the Legis- 
lature cannot authorize the City of Chicago 
to“ issue 75 millions or any other number of 
its bonds to pay for the street car roads. 
The city is in debt now beyond the constitu- 
tional Hmitation for issuing bonds. The as- 
sessment for taxation purposes.is now 
rather less than 250 millions. Five per cetit 
on that is 12% millions The present city 
debt, all incurred before the Constitution 
was adopted except the 5 millions of World's 
Fair bonds, is over 17 millions. So until 
the Constitution is amended allowing a 
mortgage indebtedness of more than 5 per 
cent or the assessment for taxes made much 
heavier than at present the city cannot issue 
another bond for any purpose, whether the 
Legislature consents to it or not. It must 
not add to its indebtedness in any manner 
and for any purpose,” as the Constitution 
now reads. To carry into effect Powers’ 
scheme it would be necessary to increase the 
assessment valuation from 250 millions to 
1,350 millions, or a full cash value, to au- 
thorize 50 millions more bonds to be issued, 
which is less than Yerkes, Allerton & Co. 
are asking for. their street cars, trolley 
wires, tracks, and franchises. 

Cannot Ald. Powers perceive that he has 
gone off at half cock and is rendering him- 
self very ridiculous? 

When six years have rolled round and 
the franchise licenses of the old street car 
companies have expired, and if the citizens 
are in earnest about buying out the street 
car companies’ plants, the Legislature can 
be asked to pass a law authorizing the peo- 
ple of Chicago to tax themselves to raise the 
money, just as they did a few years ago to 
raise money to construct the great drainage 
channel. In that way the plant of Yerkes, 
Allerton & Oo. can be bought and paid for 
after 1903, and at that time it can be pur- 
chased cheaply as compared with any deal 
or bargain that could be effected at this 
time. Let us wait. All things come to 
him who waits,” says the poet. 


HUMPHREY BILLS AMENDMENTS. 

The promoters of the Humphrey bills 
now propose to amend the measures so as to 
remove, as they pretend, some of the more 
objectionabie features. That is the a vowed 
purpose. The real purpose is to make the 
blow to the interests of the people a trifle 
less deadly and thus make it possible for 
certain members of the Legislature to vote 
for the bills without making their betrayal 
of their constituents so flagrant. The com- 
mission bill is te be changed so that in Chi- 
cago the Mayor, Controller, and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works shall constitute the 
commission, while the Mayor and certain 
other officers shall constitute the commis- 
sion in each of the other cities. The scheme 
of having a State commission appointed by 
the Governor is, therefore, to be abandoned 
in the belief that the objection to the orig- 
inal proposition based on the assault on the 
principle of home rule contained in it will 
be thus fully met. All the powers and du- 
ties of the commission as originally pro- 
vided are to remain intact. The other 
Humphrey bill is to be amended so that the 
companies shall be privileged to charge a 


five-cent fare for only twenty years, when | 
the maximum rate can be reduced by the 


action of the commission and the 3 Coun-

five-cent fare is limited, and there ja 8) 
reason why I should not vote for the.

the warning not to fall into this alluring 
trap. Ali the amendments proposed make 
no change in the Humphrey bills except to 
modify slightly their infamous provisions. 
Chief stress will be laid on the limitation 
of five-cent fates to twenty -yeats. Why 
should they continue for twenty years, or 
for ten years, or for one year? Five cents is 
too much to pay for a cat fare now. Why 
should the people accept it for twenty years 
more? It will be-intolerable to be forced to 
wait all this time for a chance to get lower 
fares. It would be too great a concession 


‘even to agree to wait for six years. The 


scheme is a swindle on the city, and its 
nature is the same whether the time limit 
is fixed at six, twenty, or fifty years. Ohi- 
cago must not be deprived in any way of the 
right it now enjoys to regulate street car 
fares. It ought not to be deprived of the 
right at any timenext week, if it so 
chooses—to go into court and test its power 
to lower the rate of street car fares imme- 
diately. As to the right to exact from the 
companies something more for the city 
itself, that must ‘be held in abeyance for 
six years longer, when the franchises begin 
to expire. 

The members of the Lesislature, and es- 
pecially those from Cook County, must un- 
derstand that these bills cannot be amended 
so as to be made satisfactory, that they 
smell to heaven,“ and all the perfumes of 
Arabia cannot make them sweet, and that 
no changes in their provisions can be made 
so that an honest man can vote for them. 
The proposed amendments do not make 
them any more acceptable to the people. 
A vote for them in the changed form would 
presuppose boodling just as inevitably now 
as before. The brand of Judas will attach 
to every legislator who supports them just 
as surely as: if no amendments had been 
made. The wanton betrayal of éonstitu- 
ents will be just as conspicuous even with 
the modified provisions. And the most 
strict libel bills will be just as ineffectual 
in warding off the overwhelming denuncia- 
tions by the press and publi¢. The only 
way to treat the Humphrey bills is to kill 
them—cut their heads off. Then the peo- 
ple will have six years before the franchises 
begin to expire in which they can discuss 
all the questions connected with their fut- 
ure course regarding them. 


VAN CLEAVE HAS A JOB. 

Four years ago the Legislature created 
the Insurance Department of the State of 
Illinois,” with an Insurance Superintendent 
at its head. The person selected by the 
Governor to fill the position must, according 
to the law, be experienced in matters of 
insurance.” 

Animated by a desire to comply strictly 
with the requirements of the law, the Gov- 
ernor has selected that eminent insurance 
expert, J. R. B. Van Cleave, to fill the posi- 
tion, who has had such excellent opportuni- 
ties te study up on that subject while in the 
City Clerk’s office and the Custom-House 
and while acting as Inspector-General of 
Militia. 

The salary is 83.500 a year. The duties 
are nominal. That will suit Van Clea ve, 
who can perform such duties to perfection. 
There is only one drawback connected with 
the office. That is that, while many fees 
are collected, the State thinks it ought to 
have them and has passed laws for their 
being turned into the State Treasury. 
Van's idea is that fees should go to the col- 
lector and it will grieve him to have te pay 
over, but the law is peremptory. Nor does 
the law permit him to «ell tin tags to the in- 
surance companies. He will regret that. 

It is understood, however, the Superin- 
tendent does not turn over the fees day by 
day, but only quarterly or yearly. That 
enables him to get some “interest on de- 
posits.” That will serve to reconcile some- 
what the new incumbent of the office to his 
inability to hold on to the fees. 

Van Cleave is one of the men who must 
be “ taken care of under all circumstances. 
If one set of taxpayers do not do it another 
set must. If IIlinois did not pay him a sal- 
ary Cook County or Chicago would have to 
do so. It is best that the cost of supporting 
so large and voracious a man should be 
divided among the largest possible number 
of taxpayers. 
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Tan Humphrey bill, which sontemplates 
making a fifty-year grant to the stréet rail- 
road companies of the right to occupy the 
streets they are in possession of now, pro- 
vides that the roads shall pay a certain per- 
céntage of their gross earnings in return. 
It is contendéd that this is an ambiguous 
expression and is used sometimes for gross 
receipts,” less operating expenses, and that 
if the bill should be passed as it stands, the 
roads might claim that they ought to pay 
on the smaller instead of the larger sum. 
Tue TRIBUNE does not believe the courts 
would sustain any such contention, *‘ Gross 
earnings and “ gross receipts’ mean ex- 
actly the same thing. The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission always uses gross 
earnings for the total receipts of a road. 
But the bill should be amended so as to 
read “receipts” instead of earnings 
and when amended, it should be killed. 


THe amended Raines liquor law in New 
York appears to be at least picturesque. It 
failed to check drinking on Sunday and 
rather tended to Increase it. Now most of 


those violators who were arrested have been 


discharged by the police magistrates be- 
cause they appeared to have been arresied 
on mere technicalities, and there is other 
evidence that the law will bé worse than a 
dead letter.

If the advice of Corporation Counsel 
Thornton is followed by the present city ad- 
ministration ex- urer Wolf will be 
prosecuted criminally unless he refunds to 
the city the $24,352 of interest on tlie publie 
money which he holds in excusé of the 0 
per cent allowed him in the Council appro- 
priation bills. | 

Mr. Wolf claims the money under the State 
law which allows Treasurers to retain 25 
per cent of the interest on moneys in their 
care, and he added to it the 60 per cent given 
him by the appropriation bills, making 585 
per cent in all. When the present Finance 
committee of the Council went to settle 
with Mr. Wolf it found he was only willing 
to pay over $14,000 of the $97,000 received as 
interest during his term, and it accordingly 
appealed to Corporation Counsel Thornton 
to know whether the ex-Treasurer was en- 
titled to this 85 per cent, or only to the 60 
per cent mentioned in his contract with the 
city. 

Counsel Thornton’s Opinion. 

Last evening Mr. Thornton prepared the 
following opinion on the subject, addressed 
to Secretary Barrett of the Financial com- 
mittee: 

“Referring to your letter of the 3d inst., 
wherein you ask whether Adam Wolf, the 
late City Treasurer, is enticted to 8 per cent 
of the interest accruing from city deposits, 
I have to say that I am of the opinion. that 
he is entitled to GU per cent only, the amount 
appropriated by the Common Council, and 
that the 25 per cent allowed by the law of 
1893, is included therein. 

The appropriation ordinance passed Feb. 
W, 1896, contains this item: 

For salary of City Treasurer and as- 
sistants and all office expenses, 60 per 
centum of revenue received as interest on 
city deposits. The above is to be the entire 
compensation of the City Treasurer for 
services of himself and assistants and all 
office expenses.’ | 

The appropriation ordinance of March 8, 
1895, contains this item: 

For salary of City Treasurer, including 
assistants and office expenses, 60 per centum 
of faa received as interest on city de- 
posits.’ 


State Law vs. Ordinances. 

“The State law allows to the Treasurer 
one-fourth of the interest, but neither of the 
ordinances referred to adds to the 60 per 
cent the one-fourth claimed by Mr. Wolf. 
It is not unreasonable to suppose that if the 
City Council had intended to allow Mr. Wolf 
a sum equal to 85 per cent it would have so 
stated. I am of the opinion, therefore, that 
the action of Mr. Wolf in retaining the 25 
per cent for each of the years 1895 and 1£06, 
and which amounts to $24,352, in addition to é 
the said 60 per cent, is without justification, 
and that he shoujd be required to account to 
the city for the same. 

A demand should be made upon him for 
the return of this amount, and in case of a 
refusal a civil suit should be inetituted 
against him and hie sureties.

BILL FOR MORE COMMISSIONERS. 


Senate Advances Measure to Enlarge 
Lincoln Park Board—Other Leg- 
islative Basiness. 


Springfield, III., May 4,—[Special.]—The 
Senate bill increasing the number of Lin- 
coln Park Commissioners from five to seven 
got into third reading today und will prob- 
ably land over in the House some time next 
week. Joe Mahoney fought it and laid him- 
self wide open to an attack on Altgeld. Sen- 
ator Humphrey took advantage of the open- 
ing and got in some caustic remarks about 
the Dreyer sequestration of about $300,000 
of the West Park fund. 

This bill is almost sure to become a law. 
It is understood that there are more rea- 
sons than the surface would indicate why 
it is desirous to get it through. It is be- 
lieved that a couple of men put on the board 
at Pease's solicitation might assist in or- 
ganizing. That is probably the reason why 
the Cook County crowd is so anxious to have 
it become a law. 

Senator Littler’s anti-trust bill came up as 
a special order. It amends the anti-trust 
law so as to provide that in the mining, man- 
ufacture, or production of articles of mer- 
chandise the cost of which is mainly made 
up of wages, it shall not be unlawful for 
persons, firms, or corporations doing busi- 
ness in this State to enter into joint arrange- 
ments of any sort the principal object or 
effect of which is to maintain or increase 
wages. 
Senator Littler stated that he introduced 
the amendment at the request of the coal 
miners of Sangamon County. . 

The bill was defeated by a vote of 16 yeas 
to 24 nays. 

Senator Littler changed his vote to the 
negative and moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill failed to pass. Considera- 
tion of the motion was postponed until next 
Thursday morning. 

On motion of Senator Mahoney considera- 
tion of the libel bill was postponed until to- 
morrow morning.

WOR AMBIGUITIES INHUMPHREY BILL 


“ Gross Earnings ” Qualified by “ Rail. 
way "—Possible Further limita- 
tion of Sources of Revenue. 


The following letter, touching upon the 
ambiguous wording of compensation 
phrases in the Humphrey bills, calls atten- 
tion to the qualification of “ gross earn- 
ings”’ by the word“ railway and the pos- 
sible further limitation of sources of rev- 
enue: 

“Chicago, May 4.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une. In the Humphrey bills, as they are,’ 
etc., there is still another qualification on 
‘gross receipts’ over and above the in- 
vidious word ‘ earnings.’ On consideration 
you will find quite a cluster of qualifica- 
tions on the ‘ gross receipts’ as stated in 
the Humphrey bills. 

“If the real and indisputable intention 
is to have the companies pay a per cent on 
the gross receipts from all sources of rev- 
enue —as the public supposes—why not say 
o? The bill does not. But not only in the 
wording of the bill is the ‘ gross receipts’ 
idea qualified by substituting ‘ earnings’ 
but the word ‘ railway’ is also put in asa 
further qualification. The wording of the 
bill is ‘1 per cent of its gross railway earn- 
ings,’ ‘2 per cent of its said gross earnings,’ 
etc, 

“ This word ‘ railway seems also te have 
been overlooked in the discussions. To 
illustrate: Referring to the West Chicago 
statement of 18904 the gross receipts are 
made up from passengers,“ ‘manure,’ ad- 
vertising,’ and rents,“ the last three items 
amounting to nearly $40,000. Will this be 
included under the Humphrey bill as 
drawn? Ground for argument. 

In short, these qualifications are am- 
biguous and misleading. If the intention 
in good faith is to pay on gross receipts, 
let the clause read ‘ per cent on the gross 
receipts from all sources of revenue,’ and no 
one will misunderstand it, and no room for 
argument and evasion will appear.

* The total amount of interest received by 
Mr. Wolf during his term of cffice, as stated 
by himself, is $97,411. Sixty per cent of this 
sum is not an iNiberal compensation, and it 
seems to me that the city authorities would 
be justified in acting promptly for the re- 
covery of the balance, instead of being 
obliged to wait two years or more the result 
of litigation in a civil action. It is time that 
public Treasurers should be made to under- 
stand, if they cannot otherwise compreherd 
it, that the moneye which they ‘hold belong to 
the people, and are not placed in their hands 
upon any implied condition that they are to 
be permitted to grasp or to filch therefrom 
more than the strict fetter of the law permits.

WRONG REASON. FOR GOLD EXPORTS. 


Austria Charged with. Absorption of | officers 


Our Gold—Real Reason Is Imports of | 
Foreign Goods to Beat the Govern- | 
ment Out of Its Revenue Under the | 


Mathew Marshall, financial writer for the 
New York Sun, gives these false reasons 
for the absorption of our gold, when, in fact, 
the cause is the enormous importation of for- 
€i goods to anticipate the Dingley high | 
tariff duties: 

The immediate cause of the draft on this 
country for gold seems to be the demand for 
it by Japan, Russia, and Austria. The $100,- 
000,000 which China paid to Japan was de- 
posited, when it was paid, to the credit 
of Japan in the Bank of England, and all 
but $10,000,000 of it has been used by Japan 
in purchasing war material in Europe. Now, | 
Japan is about to establish her currency on 
a gold basis, and, it is said, will carry home 
this remaining $10, 000,000 to enable her to ac- 

complish her purpose. As to Austria, it was. 
announced in London two weeks ago that 
her government was buying gold there for 
resumption purposes, and on the 20th of: 
April the Vienna correspondent of the Lon- 
don Economist wrote to that journal that the ; 
Austro-Hungarian Bank had purchased in 
London 7,000,000 florins, or $2,800,000 worth 
of gold, within the previous three weeks. He 
adds that Austria would have taken a larger 
amount than it did from the Bank of En- 

gland if Japan and Russia had not applied 
at the same time. This gold was paid fer 
with the proceeds of Austrian Exchequer. 
bills sold in London at a profit which more 
than covered the loss on the gold at the 
premium paid for it. [The immediate de- 
mand for our gold, as stated above, is for 
payment of incessant imports at low duties 


and no duties and to cheat the government > 


out of high duties under the Dingley bill 
before it can be enacted into a law.

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veloped a trouble which resulted in one of the 
most interesting experiments and investiga- 
tions made in marine engineering in recent 
years. With the engine working well and 
everything the vessel in order, it be- 
came apparent that the Turbinia was not 
making the speed she ought to.

How Satine Is Constructed. 

There are three distinct styles of theen- 
gines now known to the market. Two of 
them, the Parsons and Dow turbines, are not 
unlike in principle of operation, while the 
third, the De Laval engine, is very different. 
All are alike in that they are adapted to run 
at enormously high speeds, such as are not 
even attained practically by the electric 
motor. Mr. Parsons first described his en- 
gine in 1888, although its manufacture was 
begun in 1885 for the purpose of driving 
dynamos. Up to 1892 the turbine consumed 
80 much steam in proportion to the power 
developed that it was not considered avail- 
able for such a purpose as driving a boat, 
although it had proved of high value for 
very rapid work. In 1892, Mr. Parsons said, 
a compound turbine adapted for condensing 
was constructed by the Cambridge Electric 
Su company, and when this was tested 
by Ewing it developed power at the 
rate of one indicated horse-power for each 
15.1 pounds of steam used per hour, with a 
boiler pressure of 100 pounds to the inch 
and the steam superheated to 127° Fahr.

In actual practice it was found that the 
cavitation began when the pressure on the 
propeller blades exceeded 11% pounds.

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OUT FOR FITCHBURG MEN. 
IN THE LING OF INTER-STATE COM- 


Investigations to Begin Here This 
Month Will Deal with Documentary 
Evidence Said to Be Conclusive of 
the Law’s Infraction by the Rail- 
road, Whose General Offices Are in 
Boston—Rebates on Freight and 
Passes Alleged to Have Been Given. 


It seems now beyond question that sensa- 
tional developments may be expected when 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
comes here the latter part of this month to 
investigate complaints against a large num- 
ber of railroad officials charging them with 
violation of the inter-State commerce law. 

Evidence, it is claimed, has been put into 
the hands of the commission against one 
road in.particular which, it is believed, will 
result in the indictment of its principal 
Officers and at the same time will 
seriously involve a large number of promi- 
nent business firms of Chicago engaged in 
the boot and shoe, grocery, rope, book, fruit, 
fish, and crockery trades. 

The railway in question is the Fitchburg 
road, which has its general offices in Boston. 
For more than three years past this com- 
pany, it is alleged, has been paying secret 
rebates on shipments from Boston to 
Chicago and has been giving passes to mer- 
chants and their families to secure business. 

The evidence in this case is said to be con- 
clusive, and establishes the guilt of the lead- 
ing officials of the road. Payments were 
made through the Western agent of the com- 
pany, and the original letters ordering him 
to pay the rebates and grant the passes, it 
is said, have been or will be submitted to the 
commission. Over 150 of these tell-tale doc- 
uments are said to be now in the hands of the 

ial agent of the commission, Mr. 
archand. These documents, it is said, will 
show that those violations of the inter-State 
law were of almost daily occurrence during 
the last three years. 

The other cases to be investigated by the 
commission, it is thought, cannot be so con- 
clusively established as the one referred to 
heretofore. Every road and fast freight line 
running East from Chicago is charged by 
the Chicago Board of Trade with secret 
rate-cutting on grain shipments and other 
violations of the law. There is no docu- 
mentary evidence, it is said, to prove this 
charge, and if guilt is proven it will have to 
be established by the evidence of witnesses 
who will be called upon*to testify at the 
forthcoming hearing of the commission in 
this city. 

About a month ago, as has already been 
stated in Tue TRIBUNE, these roads and fast 
freight lines were ordered to submit to the 
commission within ten days copies of all 
the billing of grain shipments from Chicago 
to the East from May, 1896, until March 31, 
1897. All but one of the accused roads, it is 
learned, have submitted to the commission 
evidence called for. Experts have been en- 
gaged for the last two weeks in examining 
the documents, but thus far, it is reported 
from Washington, have been unable to find 
traces of wrong-doing. 

It is hardly possible that the commission 
really expected the roads te submit docu- 
mentary evidence that would substantiate 
the charges of violation of the law made 
against them. It is more probable the com- 
mission wanted. those documents to show 
by other evidence in its possession that the 
railroads failed to furnish those bills that 
were calculated to incriminate them.

rates and make provision for the enforce- 
ment of those rates. 

The executive officers will probably meet 
next week and take action. 


Remarkably Fast Run Is Made. 

Remarkable time was made yesterday by 
the Burlington’s fast mail train. Engine 
No. 500 with which the Burlington has been 
experimenting during the last few months, 
left Chicago yesterday morning at 3 o’clock, 
attached to train No. 7, with six carloads of 
mail. It made the run between Mendota 
and Galesburg, a distance of eighty miles, in 
seventy-nine minutes. 


Canadian Pacific Will Not Join.
